In 
the latter job he had driven on

convention ,in 1938. 


His resignation as head of the 


CIO council was unexpected, and 
the reason he gave for it was 
surprising. He quit Ihe post,

said, "as soon as I found out that 
the council wasn't run by the affili- 
ated unions but was being run by 
Demote- control by the crackpots of 
*he Communist Party." 


But if he was slow in seeing

Manila, April 16—(/P)—The flag 
draped body of Manuel Roxas was 
brought back today to this sorrow- 
ing capital of the young Philippines 
Renjblic he served as president. 


The capital, stunned by the 53- 


year old Roxas' unexpected death 
from a heart attack at Clark Field 
last night, awaited the arrival of 
his successor. Vice President Elip- 
dio Quirino, 57. 


Quirino, himself ailing and under 


a physcian's care for high blood 
pressure, was expected to return 
by tomorrow morning after break- 
mam- ng 0{f a four oi t;le central Phil- 
••"'•"" lippinos. 


Quirino by radio called a session 


of the council of stale, which con- 
sists ol cabinet members, former 
president Sergio Osmena and for- 
rier Justice Jose Yulo. He asked 
'I to meet as soon' as he arrives 


Thousands of Filipinos thronged 


arrived from Clarkfield, U. S. Air

Mrs. Roxas lifted the flag over 


the body and kissed the forehead 
of her husband. 


The body lay in state at Mala- 


canan Palace, which was closed lo 
all but members of the family, the 
cabinet and close friends.

He negotiated the 
military assistance pact with the 
United States, although he insisted

Capt. Koonce, 
on leave here 


with his wife, will take command 
of the U.S.S. Topeka in the Pacific 
this June. He is a veteran of the 
submarine, destroyer and cruiser 
forces, and much of his Navy ca- 
reer has been spent in engineering 
research. 


"It takes a full team to win a 


war," Captain Koonce said by way" 
of introduction, "and this means the 
Navy as well as any new weapons 
that have been developed 
along 


spectacular lines. And, of course, 
in preparedness lies our greatest 
protection against having to go to 
war. 


"But whether war comes or not 


the Navy isn't wasting the Amer- 
ican taxpayers' funds. Money isn't 
wasted that is spent on engineer- 
ing research which benefits both 
the Npvy and peacetime industry; 
and money certainly isn't wasted 
which is spent to give youth both 
a general education and specific 
training in useful occupations—of 
which the Navy has an endless 
line."

Arabs Claim 
Decisive Win 
in Palestine

Washington, April 16— (UP)— The 
small colony of 104 Americans in 
Moscow has been virtually cut off 
in recent months from all but strict- 
ly 
official contact with 
Russian 


citizens, it was revealed today. 


Diplomatic officials here also re- 
ported that many Russians 
once 


employed as translators and clerks 
in the American 
embassy 
have 


drifted away without explanation. 
And Russians formerly friendly with 
Americans in Moscow have become 
aloof, it was said, apparently under 
official orders. 


Officials here said the trend was 
detected nearly a year ago when 
stringent Soviet security regulations 
were put into effect. But, they said 
the coolness has increased in the 
last six months as the tempo of 
the cold war mounted. 


In a message to the State Depart- 


ment yesterday, American Ambas- 
sador Walter Bedel Smith openly 
acknowledged the changed Soviet 
attitude for the first time. 
"There are few Americans here,
